Thanksgiving Clothing And 
Soap Campaign In Fort Wayne 
Diocese From Nov. 20 To 27

Fort Wayne — A Thanksgiving Week campaign for 
Clothing, Shoes and Soap for the needy and homeless of 
Europe and the Near and Far East will be conducted in the 
parishes of the Fort Wayne Diocese beginning Sunday, No- 
vember 20 and ending November 27, it was announced by the 
Rev. W. Edward Sweigart, Diocesan Campaign Director, 


Part of a huge, nationwide drive 
sponsored by War Relief Services 
~—National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference, the Diocesan appeal seeks 
all kinds of usable clothing, wear- 
able shoes and bar soap. 


Father Sweigart has notified the 
pastors of the Diocese concerning 
the procedure in the campaign and 
each parish will be instructed on 
local collection time and centers. 


Returning early in October from 
a survey ®f relief needs in Eur- 
ope, Monsignor Edward E, Swan- 
strom, Executive Director of WRS- 
NCWC, termed the plight of the 
needy people as a “festering sore 
on the side of civilization.” 


Despite all the resettlement that 
has taken place in the,past few 
years, Monsignor anstrom 
stated, there are still more than 
500,000 displaced persons in these 
countries. They have been receiv- 
ing care and maintainance from 
the IRO, but that United Nations 
body is now preparing to close out 
its operations on June 1, 1950, he 
said. It is estimated that at that 
“hard core” of at least 
100,000 of these displaced persons 
will be left homeless, he added. 


This “hard core” is made up 
particularly of the aged, the sick 
and lame, and widows with chil- 
dren, he said, and His Holiness 
Pope Pius XII continually has ex- 
pressed his great concern over the 
future of these people. The food 
and clothing allowance granted by 
IRO has always been one of bare 
existence, thé Monsignor said, and 
War Relief Services—N.C.W.C, 
the official foreign relief agency 
of the Bishops of the United 
States, has been supplying them 
with supplementary food and 
clothing since the cessation of 
hostilities in 1945, 

In addition to the displaced per- 
sons there are “thousands of 
refugees from Hungary, Czech- 
oslovakia and Rumania and the 
eastern zone of Germany arriving 
in the western zone of Germany 


and Austria every day.

A PROFESSOR at Princeton Theolo- 

gical Seminary recently said in New 
“The united Evangelistic advance 
uniting thirty-seven Protestant and Ortho- 
dox organizations in a fifteen month cam- 
paign to evangelize the nation represents a 
new day in evangelical Christianity in 
America.” 


He spoke before nearly 500 clergymen 
of various denominations and hailed the 
“Evangelical Advance” as a source of 
unity, even if not organic. 


The purpose of the united advance, 
which was officially started on October 2, 
according to this professor who, as a 
member of the Joint Committee, fostered 
the advance, is “the achieving of a spiritual 
quickening of the ministry and members of 
the churches, a winning of unchurched 
persons, a simulation of every person 
brought into church membership.” 


Now it just so happened that Our 
Sunday Visitor began a Crusade for God 
on the same date, October 2, 1949, to be 
continued for the same length of time, 
namely, fifteen months, but our Crusade 
was not prompted by the other. We were 
thinking of starting with Rosary Month 
and running through the Holy Year 1950,

| AST week we began publication of a series of quotations 
from Protestant ministers who were not satisfied to 
gather information about the Catholic Church from pre- 


They felt that. fair-mindedness dictated 
that they learn what the Church had to say about herself. 


Today we continue with a quotation from the Rev. C. L. 


Harbord, who was a minister of the Christian Church at 
the time he wrote the following. He was later converted to 
the Catholic Church. 


The minister wrote: 

“I have read the best church historians covering the 
entire history of Christian religion, both Catholic and 
Protestant. I have been so fair in my investigation as to 
let both Catholics and Protestants speak for themselves. In 
no other way can a man be honest in his search for truth. 
One of the great mistakes that most men make in their 
reading is, they content themselves with one side of the 
question. These months of research have not been without 
fruit. Therefore, I make the following statements: - 

“1. The Catholic Church has an unbroken history, back 
to the first century. There are 1,500 years between the first 
centuny and the Protestant religion. 

“2. The history of the Catholic Church has been one of 
unity of faith and doctrine. The history of Protestantism 
has been one of division, strife, contention and unrest. 

“3. There is not a single truth that is*taught by any 
Protestant body that is not taught by the Catholic Church. 
The Catholic Church teaches many vital truths that are 
not taught by any Protestant body. 

“4, The great doctrines of the Catholic Church have ever 
been the same, while Protestantism is always changing. 

“5. There is a spirit of reverence and devotion in the 
Catholic Church that is largely wanting in the Protestant 
world. Every Catholic has been taught to feel that the 
church is the house of God, and should be entered with holy 
reverence. While, be it said with shame, too often the Prot- 
estant churches are turned into play houses and club’ rooms.”

Follow God's Plan 
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S it true that the Catholic Church at one time 
* withheld the Scripture from her people? 

It is very untrue. Why should the Church 
neve tried to preserve the Bible through the cen- 
turies .with such care if she did not want her 
people to read it? 


Sectarian papers often carry the charge that 

Popes have forbidden the reading of the Bible, 
and that Bishops, in some countries, have ordered 
the same to be burned. But this charge is an un- 
kind libel. The Popes have always urged the 
reading of the Bible; the version, which they re- 
garded as a true rendition of the writings of the 
inspired authors. 
What some Popes did forbid was the read- 
ing of a faulty version. If it were faulty and 
contained €rrors, then it was not the “word of 
God,” and it would have been wrong to have 
recognized it as the word of God.

A modern version, issued by prohibitionists, 
altered nearly every text in the Old and New Tes- 
taments that carried the word “wine.” 


Some versions which the Popes forbade 
Catholics to read contained footnotes in which 
texts were given a different interpretation from 
that which Christians generally through the cen- 
turies had understood them to mean.

Soundness Of 'E ggs-In-One-Basket 
Warfare Theory Doubted By Yale 
Prof In Discussing B-36 Melee 


Notre Dame—Present United States defense plans re- 
volving around our dependence on the B-36 mean that we 
will not be able to carry out our North Atlantic pact com- 
mitments, Dr. Bernard Brodie, former consultant to the 
State Department 6n atomic bomb problems, declared in an 
address at the University of Notre Dame. 


- : A 
Dr. Brodie, now a member of * 


the faculty at Yale university, 
said he doubts the soundness of 
“the eggs-in-one-basket” theory of 
strategic bombing with atomic 
bombs. 

“A far greater magnitude of 
destruction is required than would 
be necessary if air operations 
were coordinated with ground 
operations,’ Dr. Brodie declared. 
He raised the question whether 


the neo-Douhet party in the De-, 


partment of Defense, led by Secre- 
tary Johnson, realizes the far- 
reaching consequences of such a 
theory in war plans. 

Our partners in the North Atlan- 
tic pact expect, in the event of war, 
to be defended against invasion, not 
merely to be rescued from occupa- 
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tion, according to Dr. Brodie. But, 
he pointed out, such expectations 
are not justified by the B-36 kind 
of thinking in our Air Force 
which is dominating our defense 
policy. 

Dr. Brodie does not doubt that 
strategic bombing can do the job. 
“The theory that the Soviet 
armies cannot be cornered, pro- 
posed by Walter Lippmann, is 
hollow,” he said. “So, too, is the 
idea that strategic bombing de- 
stroys the possibility of any peace 
following the war.” 


Dr. Brodie, in his Notre Dame 
address, contended that air power 
penenevee with land power is 
cheaper and more sensible. Cer- 
tainly, he said, it is more in line 
with the agreements. made in the 
North Atlantic pact. “Our 
strategic planning must conform 
to the pact,” Dr. Brodie insisted. 
The Yale professor does not 
think that recent atomic explosion 
in the Soviet Union makes war 
with them more or less probable. 
The erises of the last few years 
arise, he believes, from Balshevik 
tactics and are not so alarming 
when thoroughly understood. But 
the growing stockpiles of bombs 
on both sides certainly will have 
far-reaching effects which will in- 
fluence future clashes and must 
be allowed for in our military 
planning, according to Dr. Brodie. 
Dr. Brodie’s address at Notre 
Dame is part of a three year plan

Turning to Mr. Dewey, a col- 
umnist writes: “Progressive edu- 
cation became a synonym for John 
Dewey at the turn of the cen- 
tury. He was labelled the leading 
‘Red’ in American education. As 
a young professor he decided tra- 
ditional teaching methods were 
stuffy, out of touch with reality, 
and worse, authoritarian. Parents 
still debate his merits as warmly 
as educators argued with Dewey.” 
Certainly in educational circles 
Mr, Dewey became a sort of lit- 
tle god, the only god many ac- 
knowledged, who had set the pat- 
terns for modern methods. 


Are Youth Serious? 


Let us study these contrasts, 
Eisenhower’s statement and 
Dewey’s methods. Said Eisenhower 
to his youthful correspondent: “Be 
serious in your work.” Years of 
military experience, first being 
trained, then as a trainer, prompt- 
ed that advice. Many of our boys 
and girls are serious in their work, 
but many, many more are not seri- 
ous, as any high school teacher 
will in a candid moment reveal. 
Read the transcripts sent in to uni- 
versity registrars, and one finds 
evidence sufficient. One Dean de- 
clared that of the first 32 tran- 
scripts received from incoming 
Freshmen, 30 had to be rejected. 
Snap courses had been taken, due 
to the elective system whereby a 
high school student takes just 
about what he wants. Too often 
this “means the line of least re- 
sistance: and even in easy subjects 
taken, grades are far, far too low. 

Watch the out-rushing high 
school students about mid-after- 
noon and note how few are carry- 
ing books. Go into the building at 
any hour and count the students in 
the library. A few hundred at 
most. out of a school of 3,000 .may 
be found there seriously conning 
books, The rest muddle through 
somehow, and, of course, the’ school 
has to push them on until they 
graduate; or let them float out thru 
the top carrying very little with 
them. 

Out on the West Coast one large 
airplane plant had to establish 
night schools to teach workers the 
use of fractions. Contrast all this 
with the seriousness, the thorough- 
ness, the frequent inspeetions in 
our military units.. It was such 
seriousness, whether voluntary or 
forced, that made the U. S. Army 
of War II the greatest fighting ma- 
chine the world has even seen, -;

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QUESTION frequently asked is, “Why do so many 
Catholics lapse from their faith if it be unquestionably 


true, and if they regard it as the only way of salvation?” 

There are several answers to this question. In the first 
place Catholics are influenced by the indifference of other 
people, and yielding to the weakness of human nature to 


curtail religious practice, often vio-< 
late the moral code of, their faith. 
There is an old proverb which reads 
“Evil company corrupts mor- 
als.” When there is a beginning of 
the corruption of morals, people 
lose faith in the effectiveness of 
their prayers, even regard them as 
mockery, and, therefore, gradually 
give up the habit of prayer. After 
succumbing to their weaknesses, 
and lacking the strong support of 
divine assistance, they feel inade- 
quate to reform themselves and, 
therefore, remain away from con- 
fession, and gradually give up the 
practice of their religion altogeth- 
er. In other words, when their 
faith interferes with their morals, 
they sacrifice their faith. 


There is another answer which 
seldom occurs to Catholic elders 
themselves, and it is that the aver- 
age parent assumes that his boy 
or girl is fully equipped for any 
struggle in life after he or she will 
have had religious instruction dur- 
ing the elementary / grades of 
school. The assumption is cer- 
tainly not warranted-in these days. 


There was once much truth in 
the adage “give me the child until 
its seventh year and I care not 
who has it after that,” but it is 
not so in this age. It was true 
in the days when Protestant and 
Catholic homes were both quite 
religious, when practically every 
public influence, such as the daily

But the present-day fourteen 
year old child, passing from the

the prevailing evils by argument,

HE first time I saw Sister Mary

That 
particular writer left his school 
job and took another position at 
less pay, just to have peace of 
mind. 


All these things have been said 
before, but no one has said them 
more pithily than General Eisen- 
hower in his advice to that young 
schoolboy: “Be serious, be neat, 
be quick to obey.” I wonder if it 
would be pedagogical heresy to 
suggest ornate placards with the 
General’s statement, to be hung 
in every classroom of the country. 
We have the material equipment 
‘in our school system, we have many 
men and women of integrity and 
high ideals who would like to do 
something about it. It looks like 
someone on the top must step in, 
force the students to do a certain 
amount of creditable work, order 
out all levis) and T-shirts, and get 
respect for teachers and school 
regulations, if necessary with a 
penalty. It works in the Army; 
it can work in our schools. Give 
a few Army officers contro] in 
each school and watch the change. 
Away with authority says Dewey; 
back with authority, says Eisen- 
hower. I wonder which one is 
right. 

Now, why all this in a Catholic 
weekly? Precisely because «as a 
Catholic priest I love Amerita and 
the future citizens of America. I 
have given 32 years of my life to 
the education of youth in this 
country and know whereof I 
speak. But more than that, I am 
convinced that whereas human 
motives—such as self-respect, re- 
spect for family and friends, es- 
teem of fellow men, future suc- 
cess—can be powerful in impress- 
ing high character into youth, 
in the long run human motives or 
human ns will not suffice. 
Young peop e must also be taught 
that they have a soul, created by

The two Sacred Hearts are inset 
in’ bronze and occupy the very cen- 
ter of the pin. This signifies the 
prominent part which devotion to 
the Sacred Heart of Jesus and the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary plays 
in this campaign. 

Love of the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus and the Immaculate Heart 
of Mary form the very core of all 
activity of the FIGHTING 69th. 
Without devotion to the Sacred 
Hearts the campaign falls flat and 
represents only another “do good 
crusade.” Campaigners in the 
FIGHTING 69th are engaged in a 
positive activity. They are not en- 
gaged in a mere reform move- 
ment of some kind. They are more 
interested in the “do” rather than 
the “do not.” Their aim is to bring 
about a better observance of the 
Sixth and Ninth Commandments in 
society by an emphasis on the love 
of God first.

tion of the author.” One is tempted 
to. let him stand condemned out of 
his own mouth; but a little refiec- 
tion indicates that even imagina- 
tion has its limitations. There are 
such criteria as consistency and 
probability at the least, neither of 
which test he can meet. 


As for the “little,” known about 
Jesus, an acquaintance with the 
recent works of such patient schol- 
ars as Grandmaison, Felder, Fil- 
lion, Ricciotti and the like, reveals 
what impartiality and acumen can 
do. Admitting with Van Paassen 
that “the person of Jesus cannot 
be banished from history” they 
have made of Him not a puzzle or 
a symbol of contradiction, but truly 
a person, One whose greatness, as 
revealed by documentary evidence, 
explains His persistence in the 
memory of mankind. Van Paassen’s 
Jesus is a travesty whose memory 
cannot be explained. He cannot 


face down the old dilemma: Either | Ty 


Jesus is God or He is a fool or a 
knave. To reconstruct one’s own 
gospel with scissors and paste may 
be a fascinating game, but one has 
always to explain to the incredu- 
lous that the evangelists are liars 
when they disagree with one’s self. 

Apart from this, the book is 
seriously marred also by its under- 
lying thesis that the whole foolish 
business of traditional Christianity 
has been foisted on the people by 
cunning priests. (Priests simply 
aren’t that clever—this priest has 
to confess!) 

One is left strangely puzzled 
about Unitarianism, wondering if 
perhaps Mencken wasn’t right 
after all when he wrote that it was 
simply a “mattress for skeptical 
ex-Christians to fall on.” Van 
Paassen is one of their ordained 
ministers.

WIDELY known historian at 

one of our secular universities 
said recently to this reviewer apro- 
pos of this work, “I am glad some- 
one has started to tell the story, of: 
the Catholic side.” 

That is precisely what Pierre 
Janelle attempts, and succeeds in 
doing—setting down in a highly 
readable style the fascinating story 
of the reformation which went on 
within the Church, beginning be- 
fore the so-called “Reformation” 
of the Protestant rebels. 

Not that Catholic scholars are 
not well aware of the intellectual 
and moral ferment working within 
the Church which Luther and Cal- 
vin turned to heretical ends. But 
the fact remains: far too many 
consider what they call. the 
Counter-Reformation a hastily as- 
sembled crusade of reaction. 

One may well read through The 
Catholic Reformation with a sense 
of amazement at the vitality in- 
herent in the Church, sick though 
she was. Certainly one will admire, 
too, the author’s ability to condense 
an almost bewildering amount of 
factual information into a relative- 
ly brief book. The topical headings 
of the -chapters, incidentally, are 
chosen. carefully with an eye to 
comprehensiveness. Some few er- 
rors creep in, inevitably; they are 
to be expected—whether author, 
translator, 
fault. Professional historians again 
may differ in their interpretations 
of events and in their appraisals. 
One cannot however, gainsay the 
importance of this contribution.

He runs the team with 
poise and finesse and calls a dar- 
ing and imaginative assortment 
of plays. 

Bob didn’t get a chance to do 
much in the early games the Irish 
played. The problem was holding 
down the score. The Tulane game 
rolled around and the big ques- 
tion was, “Can Williams pass?” 

That Saturday afternoon when 
N. D. routed the Green Wave, 46 
to 7, Williams completed eight 
out of 11 tosses for 177 yards be- 
fore the Irish offense was placed 
under wraps in the second half. 


Against Michigan State in the 
most rugged football game a 
Notre Dame team has played in 
several years Williams was su- 
perb in directing his mates to vic- 
tory.

Without intending any offense 
we believe that this reminder 
was very pertinent, because the 


number of clergymen who are 


not even certain about the di- 
vinity of Christ and less cer- 
tain about the inspiration of 
Holy Scripture, is extremely 
large. The Christian religion 
means nothing if Christ were 
only a human religious teacher, 
the most perfect teacher that 
ever dwelt for a time in this 
world; and His gospel can mean 
little to those who are not cer- 
tain that it was written under 
divine inspiration. Hence re- 
cruits for the churches might 
not even become “Christian” in 
the traditional sense. 

It was announced at this con- 
ference that “Sunday School

If a united Christian front is 
needed for the upholding of the 
fundamental doctrines of

“the mind of Christ” in the minds 
of several hundred million people, 
who seem not to realize that their 
Church is actually built on the in- 
fallibility of the Catholic Church.

In the 16th century they merely 
took the Bible which the Catholic 
Church had preserved for the 
world, with the utmost care, during 
the previous 15 centuries and de- 
clared, without any question, that 
it was an inspired book and that it 
was to be their sole rule of faith.

Plan Mission 


St. Meinrad, Ind.—(NC)—One of 
the four Benedictine Indian Mis- 
sions in North and South Daota 
will be developed. soon into an in- 
dependent monastery, according 
to an announcement of St. Meinrad 
Abbey here. 


A committee has been appointed 
to help Abbot Ignatius Esser, 
O.S.B., choose the site for the new 
foundation. Plans call for 36 monks 
to form the nucleus of the project, 
and it is expected that by 1951 
a priory dependent on St. Meinrad’s 
will be in existence, with a fully 
independent monastery in opera- 
tion by 1954. 


Missionary activity by the Bene- 
dictines among the Dakota Indians 
goes back to 1876, when they 
came at the invitation of the Fed- 
eral Government. Today there are 
19 Benedictines from St. Meinrad 
at work-in the Dakota Indian mis- 
sions. 

The announced purpose of the 
mission monastery is to bring the 
blessings of the public recitation 


of the Divine Office and of the li--

The new monastery will staff and 
coordinate the work of the missions 
already established and, in the 
course of time, open new ones. An 
opportunity will also be offered to 
Indian young men to study for 
the priesthood and the religious 
life.
